How one woman is breaking records 
one crochet stitch at a time

Meet the world s fastest crocheter^ according to 
Guinness World Records: Lisa Gentry. 

Last summerj armed with nothing but a size 
J/10 Susan Bates crochet hook and a pile of pale 
pink TLC Essentials yarn, Gentry, 46, completed 
852 treble crochets— or 5,112 stitches — in thirty 
minutes, averaging 170 stitches per minute. (The 
previous record, held since 1981 by Barbara Jean 
Sonntag of Craig, Colo., totaled a mere 147 
stitches per minute.) 

The feat, accomplished June 25, 2005, at a 
Michaels store in Monroe, Louisiana, secured 
Gentry s place in history (at least for now) and 
helped launch her career as a professional crochet 
pattern designer. 

Aware she had fleet fingers, Gentry was 
inspired to go for the gold when she spied other 
record- setting times on the Crochet Guild of 

Americas Web site, crochet.org. Brandishing a handy hook, she tested herself and within three tries 
nailed a superior score. Convinced she could make a legitimate stab at the Guinness title, she began 
training. 

A lifelong needlecrafter, the German-born Gentry trained for thirty minutes a day for one month, 
enlisting the help of a neighbor to pull yarn and time her as she experimented with different yarns, 
hooks and stitches to find the fastest combination. She discovered, for example, that pink TLC 
Essentials sped dirough her fingers more quickly than other colors of the same brand. (DtSerent 
shades of dye will affect yarn s weight and texture in subtle ways.) And for this speedy looper, treble 
crochet turned out to be her winning move. “It takes time to go into the next stitch,” Gentry explains, 
and With treble crochet, you go in less often but complete more loops, so you earn more points.” 

In setting her record. Gentry completed a large rufRe, which folds into a rose -like flower measuring 
about 8 inches across. (To see how long it takes you to crochet her posy, check out the free pattern on 
her Web site, lisagentry.com.) 

But how does she crochet so fast? “I don’t know how I do it,” she says. “IVe always had fast 
hands — I even won an award once for being the fastest typist in my office!” 

Since setting the record, Gentry has landed design and teaching gigs and has even become a 
spokesmodel of sorts: This fall, her face will grace the packaging of a new Ott-Lite lamp. 

But stay tuned. Needlework organizations in Europe and the United States regularly hold speed- 
stitching matches to promote their crafts. So it’s no surprise that other speed queens have their hooks 
poised to take her on. Could this be the next extreme sport? ■ 
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Gentry's tips for 
qLieker crocheting 

Stick to metal. She likes Susan 
Bates hooks and prefers flat heads 
to round ones. 

Keep moving. Don’t stop to think 
between loops^ — it slows you down. 

Think big. Gentry selects hooks that 
are one size larger than those 
recommended on yarn labels. 

Go basic. Steer dear of novelty 
yarns if you have a need for speed.

Going in Circles 

Starting from this basic loop, you can create an 
amazing number of shapes. As you work out 
from the ring, the number of stitches you work 
into it, and the number of increases made, will 
affect its shape. It can remain a flat disc, become 
a granny square, or curve into a hat or bowl 

To create a flat circle, the trick is to increase at 
just the right rate to keep your rounds flat. 
Increasing about 6 stitches per round for Single 
crochet or 12 stitches per round for double 
crochet will result in a fiat disk such as the one 
in Fig. B. 

A different rate of increase and placement of 
stitches will create a granny square, or even 
cause the rounds of stitches to curl upwards, 
forming a hat or bowl shape. 



More Round Options 

Another method of working in the round starts 
by working into each chain of a ring rather than 
into its center. Working upwards in rows, this 
construction forms a tube shape, which can be as 
small as a few stitches or as large as the body of 
a sweater or dress. 



Be aware that when working in this manner, 
some patterns will instruct you to crochet in the 
same direction on every round, without turning. 
Others will direct you to turn at the beginning 
of each round, which will fend the same stitch 
appearance to round crochet as to flat. Still 
others will tell you to work row upon row in a 
spiral shape. Each method has a slightly different 
design effect.

Getting In 
the Ring 

Unlike flat crochet, 
which starts by making 
a row of chain stitches, 
most In-the-round 
crochet starts with a 
center ring. All stitches 
are worked from this 
loop out, resulting in 
a circular shape. 

The most common way 
to start your round 
crochet project is with 
a chain ring. This is 
simply a chain joined 
with a slip stitch (Fig. 
A). After making the 
ring, you have the 
option of working 
stitches into the center 
of the ring, or into the 
individual chains of it.

Knowing where to put your hook is easy once you understand the 
anatomy of a crochet chain (see illustration at right). To start, make a small 
chain and hold it out straight so that you can see the “ V^’s all lined up. Each 
V counts as a single chain; just don't count the slipknot or loop that's still 
on your hook. Now count the number of Vs from your hook, as the pattern 
indicates^ and insert your hook under that V. 



The edges of my crochet pieces never 
seem to come out straight. How can I fix 
the problem? 



The answer is a simple one: count, count, count. 

Each time you complete a row, note how many 
stitches youVe made to ensure that you're not 
inadvertently adding or subtracting stitches, which 
can lead to the crooked edges shown in Figure A. 

Check to be sure you’ve completed the required 
number of stitches at the beginning and end of 
each row, especially when working in stitch- 

pattern rows, which often call for several stitches to be worked into the first and last stitch. 

Also, make sure you’re crocheting into the correct spot at the beginning and end of each row. 
When working in single crochet, the first stitch should be worked in the space indicated in 
Figure B, while the last stitch should be made in the space shown in Figure C, 

If, after all that counting, you're still getting wavy edges, you can always fix a less-than- 
perfect edge by adding a single crochet border around your piece: Work 1 single crochet in each 
stitch along horizontal edges and in each stitch (not spaces) along the sides; work 2 or 3 single 
crochet in each corner to turn. And note: if you plan to stitch your pieces together, don’t worry 
about your slightly crooked edges — they won’t show once you stitch up the project anyway!

Learn the chevron stitch pattern 

This classic pattern is amazingly versatile — use It to make scarves, afghans, or even skirts. Here's what 
your stitches should look like (above). Follow along with the pictures to be sure you're on track as you 
work. NOTE: The following instructions correspond with Row 2 of the pattern. 

a At the beginning of the row, skip the first 2 stitches, then half^double crochet in the next 3 stitches 
{these stitches will travel up toward the first peak of the zigzag). *Work 3 halLdouble crochets mto the 
next stitch, which will form the peak. 

b Half-double crochet in the next 4 stitches (these stitches will travel down toward the valley). Skip 1 
stitch, half-double crochet in the next stitch, and skip T stitch. This will form the valley. Make 4 half-double 
crochets in the next stitches to reach the next peak. 

Repeat from * to form the chevron pattern. To end the row, work 3 half-double crochets after completing a 
valley, skip the last stitch, and work 1 halLdoubie crochet in the turning chain of the row below. Chain 2 
and turn.

felt crochet 

accidentaUy shrunk a sweater in the wash, youVc familiar with the process 
ot telnng. Hot water, soap and agitation cause wool fibers to bind together, shrinking the 
over^ size of the.object and creating a strong, dense fabric. When used as part of the 
crochet desipr process, it’s great for making thick, chunky pieces with wonderfiil texture 
strength and warmth. Here’s how to get the felted effect. 

Planning ^ow pro] it t 

Here are a few things to keep in mind before starting a felting project; 

* whf noTfTr' u be supemash (superwash yarns 

w II notfelt). Some wool-blend yarns will felt to varying degrees; if you choose to uL a 

t ^ to fest-felt a swatch before you begin your project so you know how much 
teltmg to expect (see below). 

« Crochet with a larger hook than you would normally use so that your stitches are some- 
what loose. Choose a hook one to two sizes larger than recommended on the yarn label. 

" a swatch before you begin your project. Take note that crochet does not shrink 

equally lengthwise and widthwise; always measure your swatch before and after felting to 
determine how much shrinkage is occurring. ^ 

Pelting step by 

When you have finished crocheting your project,^ weave in the ends and felt as follows: 

» Place the item(s) to be felted into a mesh lingerie bag or zippered pillowcase. 

■ Toss the lingerie bag or pillowcase and at least one pair of jeans or old sneakers into the 
washing machine to help whh agitation. 

" to low water level at a hot temperature for a 1 5-20 minute cycle, and 

add a small amount of mild soap or detergent. Run the cycle, but stop it before the spin 
cycle begins. Spinning can cause the project's shape to become distorted. 

■ Remove the items and assess how they're felting. You may have to run them through 
another cycle before achfeving the desired fabric density and texture. 

• When the desired felting has been achieved, remove the items from the bag or pillow- 
case, and rinse them in cold water to stop the shrinking process. Roll them in a towel to 
remove excess water 

■ Block to desired shape and dimensions and allow to dry fully. Because felted crochet is 

dense, Items may take a day or two to dry.
